These gentlemen undoubtedly 
have excellent means of obtaining 
reliable information. So, too, they 
have in Sacramento. They learn 
here that that judgment is based 


too much upon mere appearance of 


the growing grain. The late favor- 
able weather kept it green and ap- 
parently thrifty, but close exami- 


nation will disclose that there is 


but feeble roet-hold, and that a few 
days of hot sun, or one day of des- 
siceating north wind will destroy the 
vitality of all growing grain in the 
chief valleys. Since 1871 there has 
not been a complete drouth, 
but now the prospects are that there 
will be total failure of crops over a 
larger area than has been known in 
any season for twelve years. Prob- 
ably what is grown in California 
this year may answer the demands 
of home consumption, but that there 
will be any surplus forexport worth 
the mention we do not believe. But 
while this is a discouraging view, 
it is well to remember that in no 
grain-growing country is there a 
total escape from seasons of failure, 
and California has not a greater 
proportion of short seasons than 
most other sections. Of course co- 
pious rains within a week, and an 
absence of north winds and a high 
temperature, will put a new face 
upon the whole crop outlook for 
1883. 
EDITORIAL NOTES. 
Congress appropriated $280,000 
for work this year by the Geological 
Survey, and operations will be be- 
gun in California, Colorado, Ne- 
vada, Minnesota, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Arkansas and Texas.

The Growing Cattle Industry of 
the Plain. 


It seems that shares in cattle 
growing companies are becoming 
the fashionable investments in 
New York as well as abroad. We 
recently gave some facts about the 
investment of British capital in 
building up live stock enterprises 
40 Colorado, Wyoming and adja- 
cent Territories, and how well the 
sharehoiders were pleased with their 
1 — In New York, on 
a recent evening, a group of New 
York cattle breeders bad a banquet 
and a discussion afterward. , 

James A. Burden presided, and 
introduced as first speaker Thomas 
Sturgis. To show the enormously 
rapi 3 of the stock business 
in the West, he cited the Wyoming 
Stock-Grewing Association, of 
which he was himself a member. 
Ten years ago it was organized 
with 10 members, representing 25,- 
000 head of cattle worth $500,000. 
To-day it has a membership of 100, 
representing 1,000,000 head of cattle, 
aud is worth $30,000,000. Last 
yes they sent to market 200,000 
ead of cattle, which netted to the 


0 $1,000,000. 

The four great difficulties they 
had to contend with were the In- 
dians, the white outlaws and the 
thieves of the border, contagious 
diseases and the climate. The first 
three had been practi@ally reduced 
to nothing by e association. 
They had their.own police, watch- 
ing every outlet by which cattle 
could be smuggled out of the coun- 
try, and they had organized a quar- 
antine system which had effectu- 
ally prevented the introduction of 
disease. 

Mr. Dater said he believed the 
most profitable industry in the 
West would be the raising of 
horses and mules. Draught horses 
dnd mules he claimed could be 
raised for not exceeding $20 per 
head, and this would show eveu a 
greater profit than cattle raising. 
General Grant gave some inter- 
esting reminiscences of the stock 
business in Texas, wheu, in 1845, 
he first visited that country, and 
still later, when he had gone 
through our cattle raising terri- 
tories. He had believed that by 
this time that section of the coun- 
try would bein the same state as 
the South American large ranch 
owners, raising cattle for the mere 
sake of getting the hides and tallow, 
but the wonderful development of 
our population and our prosperity 
had made this expectation fail of 
its fulfillment.

A Warning From the Jewelers 
Prétective Unien of New York. 


Wm. Goeggel this morning re- 
ceived a circular from the Jewelers’ 


‘Protective Union of New York, of 
which the following is an extract: 


“In view of the numerous rob- 
beries that have recently occurred 
in the South and West, the 
Jewelers’ Protective Union deems 


it advisable to call the atten- 
tion of the trade to the neces- 
sity of exercising especial care 
and watchfulness in guarding 
their stores from the depredations 
of the criminal classes. It is a fact 
known to the Association that a 
gavg of experienced ‘‘cracksmen’’ 
have left New York (where busi- 
ness places are protected by the best 
appliances, such as night and day 
watchmen, burglar alarms, district 
telegraph wires and most thorough 
detective agencies) and are proceed- 
ing on a tour of depredation 
throfghout the South and West, 
where but very few of the above 
named facilities for protection exist. 
The subject is one that vitally con- 
cerns us all, amd demands prompt 
attention. We would suggest that 
you have in your place of business 
a burglar-proof safe; also an able- 
bodied trustworthy man occupying 
your premises at night, and that he 
should be armed. As additional 
security a private watchman guard- 
ing your store from the outside, 
who can view your safe as he passes, 
would be desirable.
